. » The New Cosmic Star" has, within the past few months attended two space 
conventions., one in Southern California'and'one in Northern California. Both 
left-something to he desired. At the Southern California Convention there were — 
some well-intentioned but dull, repetitive,-boring speeches interspersed with 
ramblings about contact with space people which would be better saved for pub¬ 
lication, in cheap pulp magazines i.e. "I met a spaceman in the men's room of a 
PSA jet:enroute to, San Fransisco."

The Northern California Convention, held in the Claremont Hotel, Berkeley, was 
a well-run, dignified affair, chaired by Mrs. Angela Kilsby. It has as its mod¬ 
erator, Fred W. Andrews, who handled the introduction of the speakers with effic¬ 
iency, humor and grace. So much for the mechanics. 

Here again, most of the speakers were of the hum-drum variety - you have heard 
it all before and what you haven't 'heard, you have seen - nothing new; with one 
exception! Out of the prosaic ramblings came a very exciting 45 minutes; a 
yduhg man by the name of Damien Simpson. His message, was clear, succint and 
meaningful. It was very inspiring to see one so young stimulate an audience with 
his truth. Hbpefully he is a harbinger, a herald of the future in metaphysics. 

His prescence, we hope, is portentious.

21, 1968 - "Reports of' mysterious lights in 
the sky flodded in to the Press Association offices shortly after 7’ o'clock... 
Callers described them as being like lights flying in formation from North to 
South at varying speeds with flaming slipstreams... "There seemed,to be 50 or 100 
of them..." One withness reported... "The incredible thing was that they were put¬ 
ting out big showers of flaming slipstreams like meteors. They seemed like a lot 
of aircraft going across, traveling in a very wide band." ... "On a high, even and 
steady course..." ... At Lowestoft, Suffork (England) a, series of brilliant--white 
lights - each with a comet-like tail - passed over just before 7 PM traveling west 
to east.. Lowestoft coastguards logged the lights as passing out to sea from over 
the land^ two minutes before 7-0., Coastguards at Southend, Walton-on-the- Naze, 
and Clacton saw a mysterious flying object in the night sky, followed by 16 other 

smaller objects. The Air Ministry was Unable to give any reason for them.

Dec. 11. 1968 - Kent. Washington - FLYING SAUCER OBSERVED - A flying, object was 
reportedly seen over the SEA-TAC Airport on alternate nights recently. The youths 
who observed it described it as BOWL-SHAPED, large, equipped with a row of "port¬ 
holes" or windows, and ttey said that it "glowed with an orange color"... The ob¬ 
ject was seen on a Sunday night first, then on a Tuesday, a few scattered reports 
said it came again on a Thursday, and it definitely appeared on a Saturday night. 
... All viewers agree on the glowing orange color of the craft... Frank Carbone 
Is the only one of several viewers who describes the object differently, stating 
that, in his belief, the object was larger on the bottom edge than on the top. 

The other youths tended to agree that the object was larger at the upper rim, 
which-was estimated at 30 to 50 feet in diameter. On Saturday night,pictures were 
said to have been taken at a distance of about 300_,yafds from the "saucer" while 
the craft was about 100 yards above the ground. On his negatives, the six expos¬ 
ures show the flying object approaching, its image gradually growing larger. 4 
time exposure a f8 and about half a second caught the object at It's closest point, 
and shows what apear to be ports, portholes, windows, or somethng of the sort a 

few feet below the craft's upper rim.

The long range 
radar Center at Indianapolis also reported no such flights. The Air Force base

and about 10AM negative reports also came from a semisegraph at St. Louis University 
and from the National Earthquake Information. Center .n@.ar_ Washington.. ...State, police 
in.Frankfort, Elizabethtown and LaGrange offices said they had received no reports 
of tremors there....

The Air Force announced Monday it has begun an investigation into reports of a UFO 
that several persons have reported spotting across south Georgia. An Albany nan 
was the first, person to report.seeing " a yellowish orange oblong shaped ball of 
fire" while driving in a swampy area of south Georgia this weekend. Officials at 
Moody Air Force Ba-se near Valdosta..confirmed Monday the Air. Force had launched an 
official investigation... Conway Jones, a bank employee in Albany, said the object 
hovered over his car for about two minutes Friday night, causing his auto's engine 
to cutttoff and it's electrical system to "go haywire". Three hunters reported 
■that the object had blue and green lights when they saw it and that it "spooked" 
their hunting dogs.

It was "Published from the: office of the Crescent City News - 
in 1896. In it, on pages, 79-80, is the following: 

"NOTE 1. A Del*Norte Record Correspondent, writing from Happy Camp, Siskiyou 
county, Jan. 2, 1886, discourses as follows: "I do not remember to have seen 

any reference to the 'Wild Man 1 which haunts this part of the country, so I shall 
allude to him briefly. Not a great while since, Mr. Jack Dover, one of our most 
trustworthy citizens, while hunting saw an object standing one hundred and fifty 
yards from him picking berries or tender shoots from the bushes. The thing was of 
gigantic size- about seven feet high - with a bull dog head, short ears and long 
hair; it was also furnished v/ith a beard, ahd was free from hair on such parts 
of its body as is common among men.

Being a self-proclaimed "specialist" in the humanoid report category, my 
information collected in this particular area is day by day piling up. Since 
I am best suited for the years 1967 through 1968, I particularly want to present 
some" of the most outstanding of these to the reader for the fact, that many have, 
and consistantly are, becoming "classics" as far as the realm of saucerdom is 
concerned, and invaluable in research. So here they are ...condensed and cata¬ 
logued for your reference. 

FEB. 13. 1967 - Toledo, Ohio - A Mrs. Ralph Vickers..noticed curious, marks., half an 
inch long and half an inch wide, in backyard which seem to stop abruptly in the 
snow. The tracks reportedly vanished, then again reappeared for newsmen to ob¬ 
serve. 

FE B. 3.6 y 1967 - St. Louis. Mo. - Raymond Wettling conversed with silver-clad 
occupants of an 180 ft. saucer and was alledgedly invited aboard for breakfast. 
Wettling described the interior as having two large rooms, one mysteriously bathed 
in a redlight. 

MARCH 22, 1967 - Buffalo. New York - A hunter by the name of De Witt Baldwin was 
contacted by the pilot of a gold-colored UFO who was dressed "in a sort of black, 
tight-fitting suit like a flier and had on some sort of helmet and goggles". 

• APRIL 15. 1967 -.Eastern coast of Denmark - Two young boys sighted a "dark grey 
;object" : hovering in the sky as a hamper-like elevator descended with eight occup- 
Yants sliding down a thick cable. The men waved at the witnesses in an unusual 
manner and were described as wearing caps and containers on their back, apparently 
serving as a breathing apparatus. All were similarly dressed except for. one of 
the men who wore a blue, uniform. 

MAY 19. 1967 - West Va. - Two women swore they saw a Mothman fly to rendezvous 
with a hovering UFO during that mass epidemic of "creature" sightings in that 
particular area.

DECEMBER 12. 1967 - Ithaca. N.Y. - A young housewife observed an multi-colored 
saucer that hovered directly over her car and momentarily stalled the engine, 

She heard a wierd chorus of voices informing her of the approaching death of a 
friend that seemingly was emitted from the object. 

JUNE 14. 1968 - Argentina - Maria Eloadia Pretzel described two handsome Ufo- 
nauts, 6^- ft. tall, wearing a "kind of sky blue pullover with luminous scales". 


JULY 2, 1968 - Olavarria, Argentina - 15 year old Oscar Iriart saw tall, green- 

clad crewmembers of a spaceship descend from a flying platform described as having 
a fixed stare and completely void of eyebrows. They handed the youth a note, 
written in Spanish letters, inviting him to journey to the planets......

Just where the test firings have taken place in not entirely 
known, but it is understood that NASA and the Air Force have three sites in mind, 
one in Eniwetok in the Pacific, a second in Nevada and a third in Tennesee. At 
least one scientist claims that a s.mal i test firing in California so contaminated 
the site that an electrician working therd developed chronic beryllium poisonhng. 
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MOTES FROM A Private Investigator -- England by Jas. M. Ross

Report Mo. 1 - On April 8, 1967, this investigator received a letter - dated 
April 4th - from an English lady, Mrs. A. A., who lives near Truro in Cornwall... 
..."It was like this. (Two friends) and myself were watching TV one evening when 
suddenly the picture distorted itself, and on the screen appeared the PERFECT 
SHAPE OF A FLYING SAUCER. We couldn't move it... We twisted the knobs, changed 
the channel, but no, that was the end of TV for that night. We all went outside 
to see if we could see anything in the sky, but it was cloudy and we could see 
nothing." "In the morning I phoned the dealers who supplied my set, and the young 
man came in the afternoon. I had tested the set during the day and the flying 
saucor was still there. When the young man asked me what was wrong, I said "look" 
He did and gaspedJ He said (getting out his notebook) "I'll just draw this, I 
know somebody who'll be interested. "He, dr e w it and then started in to examine 
the set. He could find nothing wrong. .." 

Additional notes: 

Sighting occurred around 9:00 PM one Saturday in mid-November, 1966 
Set was a Marconiphone Portable - 12 " diagonal 
Object occupied about two-thirds of the screen 

It was possibly spinning - her home is situated 6 miles SW of Truro 
The set was taken to the shop, where it was examined for two days - on the 3rd. 
day, they intended to give me another set to replace it, but when trying the set 
once more, THEY FOUND THE IMAGE HAD VANISHED, so they returned the set... The 
bbject was a 'typical' shape for a 'saucer' - Color - Misty grey - lighter in tone 
than the screen and had "porthole" lights in a Whitey-blue/////// 

Investigator's Question - It is already suspected ( and vehemently contested 

in certain quarters, not all concerned with electronics) that there is more to 
RADAR than, literally, "meets the eye": That the device pickes up vibrations 
originating upon supra-physical levels and brings them visible on it phosphor - 
backed scope; and if RADAR, why not television, which works upon similar electron¬ 
ic principles? 

Is it possible that both devices are capable of reaching into the Etheric and 
even subtler planes, and rendering visible - it is not yet known by hhat means - 
manifestations therefrom not normally known to the human eye????? 

Report No. 2 - On ( date not noted, but aprox. during March, 1967) certain infor¬ 
mation was passed to this investigator, concerning two sightings, on two consec¬ 
utive days in July of 1959,.at Butterworth R.A.A.F. Base in Malaysia. The gist 
of the report as follows: 

During the afternoon of the first day, a large, disc-shaped object was ob¬ 
served to approach the airfield - and as it refused to identify itself or to re¬ 
spond in any way to signalling, it was automatically ruled "hostile", (in Aus¬ 
tralia and her terrirories, as.in the United States, the military rule with re¬ 
gard to UFOs is to "shoot first and ask questions afterward"). Two F-86 inter¬ 
ceptors were scrambled and they fired upon the object, which immediately exploded. 
No debris was found. The following day, at about the same time and from the same 
direction, another UFO of the same apparent type was sighted. Two F-86s were 
scrambled as before, but had not apporached closer than a kilometre from the ob¬ 
ject, when both disintegrated completely.• The UFO, in no wise discomposed, con¬ 
tinued on its original flight-path and disappeared over the horizon. 
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Next of kin were'informed that the pilots had been "killed whilst on~a'training 
flight". This‘investigation almost immediately wrote to the 0. C. Intelligence 
Section at Butterworth requesting details of this sighting, and also demanded 
to know why the next of kin had not been told the truth. On (date not noted) 
the following letter was received from the 0. C. Headquarters at Butterworth: 

"I am in receipt of your letter dated 30th March 1967, concerning the 
’curious' report which has only recently been passed to you' concerning the 
UFO incident which supposedly occurred in the first week of July 1959. 

"No knowledge of such an incident is known at this H.Q. four letter has 
been forwarded to the Department of Air, Canberra, who hold the central records 
of all UFO reports. Yours sincerely, N. Ford". The letter is headed: "Air 
Commodore N. Ford, CBE, AFC, R.A.A.F." 

The factor that sticks out a mile in the foregoing is the NOT- Before- The- 
Children in Air-Commodore Ford's letter .-- censorship both explicit and implicit. 
We do not condemn this officer: he acted under orders, no doubt, and he is kind 
enough to acknowledge this investigation's letter; it is the censorship qua cen¬ 
sorship that is regrettable,. 

To the relatives of the two pilots who were so abruptly "promoted", it boots 
little whether these courageous boys died "on a training flight" (one example 
of implicit N.B.T.C.) or whilst pursing a UFO; but 1) One may question which 
version of the pilot's death is the more acceptable, and 2) it is interesting, 
in a gloomy vein, to speculate whether whoever authorized the form of the Sym¬ 
pathy letter felt any happier after having chosen the more believeable explan¬ 
ation... . ..— 

Another example of implicit N.B.T.C. Is the remark "... supposedly occurred in 
the first week (our italics) of July 1959". This investigation's original let¬ 
ter made NO mention whatsoever of "the first week" or of any other week, in that 
month of that year, and this slip of the Air-Commodorial pen is regarded as a 
Dead Giveaway: if "no knowledge of such an incident is known at this H.Q." 

( in Mr. Ford's tautological phrasing) then how did they know the date even approx 
imately? 

Another significant factor is not only the fact that the original enquiry was 
passed to the Department of Air, Canberra (A,C,T,) but also that it was not simp¬ 
ly left to dust-up in some forgotton Intelligence pigeonhole but upsub'd to 
Headquarters of Admin Wing. It could have been disregarded altoghther; it could 
have been answered by 0. C. Intelligence Section, in the simple and lucid phraseo¬ 
logy of that department, to the effect that (civilian) children must not ask em¬ 
barrassing questions; but no. It went on up the chain of command and was, as we 
have seen, dealt with (so far) at Station Level. 

Nary a worS has been heard since - either from Butterworth or from Canberra. 

The incident remains an unsolved mystery.

•W© take the liberty to address this open letter to you, because we feel that ,.some 
of the information we have might be of interest to you in your UFO-investigation. 
Throughout the years we have studied plasma physics especially plasmas created by 
nuclear bomb explosions. 'Due to the violent implosion in the middle of the ex¬ 
plosion the created plasma is stable, and it will ascent into the sky as a bright 
silvery shining light. Usually it remains in the ionosphere, but under certain 
magnetic conditions it might again'come close to the surface of the earth. 

Nuclear bomb explosions are accompanied by the so-called electromagnetic pulse - 
(EMP) phenomenon, which causes a black-out of electricity in a vast area, because 
a littleknown.kind of energy puts all the electrons in vibration. Electrons can 
only give’off energy when moving in curved paths-. When they are made to vibrate 
in linear paths, no energy can be released, because their movement along the cur¬ 
ved paths is stopped. The effect is a total black-out. 

Exactly the same EMP and black-out, effects accompany the UFO's, and this should 
not be any surprise, as many UFO's are but the stable plasmas created during our 
own nuclear bomb explosions. 

Let me quote the following paragraphs of a letter written by Mr. Dean Ledbetter, 
Gaffny, South Carolina: "While serving in the Navy and visiting in Japan, I went 
to Nagasaki. I talked with a few of the men who run bars there, and Vas shocked 
to hear their reports of UFO's that were sighted after we had dropped the bomb." 

— And the following quote: "According to Jack Robertson of Fairchild News Ser¬ 
vice whose column appears in the Electronic News, a littleknown phenomenon - 
electromagnetic pulse (EMP) - is among the many blast,, blackout and radiation ef¬ 
fects produced by nuclear testing. In a story datelined Washington and published 
in Oct. 1967, he writes: "The quiet predawn in Honolulu in 1961 was shattered by 
the simultaneous pealing of hundreds of burglar alarms. At the same instant cir¬ 
cuit breakers on the power lines started blowing like popcorn. Not a cloud in 
the sky, so lightning could not be blamed. The power company failed to trace 
any gigantic electrical surge able to blow out virtually the entire system sim¬ 
ultaneously. The mystery was solved later — then promptly sealed under a "TOP 
SECRET" stamp.. The culprit: A high altitude nuclear test burst more than 500 
miles away..." and the EMP phenomena. The United States had been alerted to EMP 
a year or so earlier by .. the Soviet Union." But apparently no one took it very 
seriously until the 1961 bomb showed the terrible impact of EMP at even vast dis¬ 
tances. EMP is a leviathan surge of 10,000 volts per meter over a broad band. 

It swe-eps’over-vast ranges causing effects in. any electrical opening it can find... 
Despite a wealth of research, even today EMP is a great unknown. The nuclear test 
ban treaty shut off atmospheric tests before the United States could crank up EMP 
studies... 
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The”"Pentagon declines to discuss EMP at all (admitting only that) EMP has 
"unwanted effects on unprotected electrical and electronic equipment" and that 
it is continually testiing weapon systems against simulated EMP". 

Most of the material giiring information about EMP and black-outs effects 
caused by nuclear bomb testing and plasma research in laboratories is "class¬ 
ified". However, we feel that you are qualified to work with "classified" mat¬ 
erial, and we believe that if you ask for the information you need to solve the 
UFO question, you will get the permission to have it. 

The EMP accompanying both nuclear bomb tests and laboratory plasma research 
has a strong psychic impact on human beings. This is probably due to the fact 
that the electron impulses in the nerve system and in the brain cease becauseof 
the induced linear toibrations of the electrons. The consequence is a black-out 
of consciousness or memory. 

When the persons wake up, they are in a state resembling that of a deep 
hypnosis, just they are conscious. As this hypnotic state is not human induced, 
it does not seem possible to get them out of it. Everything they hear will be 
perceived like hypnotic suggestions meant personally for them. The many different 
and often contradictory opinions they hear might soon place them in a state of 
mental distress, general confusion and inability to concentrate. 

Sometimes the persons become fanatics or deep religious. In a few cases, 
the cnnsequence is such a deep depression or desperation that the persoq commits 
suicide or ends up in an asylums. Therefore it is of utmost importance that 
these persons are guarded carefully against negative or contradictory influences. 
There seems to be a lasting change of personality, although the effects gradually 
diminish somewhat. 

Most of the material giving information about the, psychic effects caused by 
EMP is also "classified", but you will probably be able to get it, if you ask for 
it. It is of utmost importance because the same psychic effects seem to accompany 
close encounters of so-called "silent contacts" with UFO's. 

We suggest that you work out two reports, a "classified" one and a public 
one. The scientists who cannot accept to work with "classified" material might 
assist you in working out the public report. 

We realize that our information reaches you late in your program, but we 
hope that nevertheless it will be of value to your work..

FLYING SAUCER LANDINGS AND UFO KIDNAPING REPORTS - by BRENT RAYNES 

The following sighting would be utterly fantastic, if it were not for the 
astonishing fact that it is TRUE. On March 9, 1955, Eugene Metcalf ;of Paris, 
Illinois, observed an e.nourmous bell-shaped UFO that swallowed a jet plane An 
midair. "This observation was made March 9, 1955, just after sundown," Mr, Met¬ 
calf wrote me. "The visibility was good as the weather was clear and no haze." 

"The size of the object was approximately the size of a large grapefruit held at 
arms length and a silver color." "Thru an opening that appeared on the plane side 
it swallowed the plane. It only lasted a matter of seconds." 

What do the occupants of UFO's want with our primative terrestrial airplanes? 
What happens to the crews of such planes? Are they used as guinea pigs in bizarre 
biological experiments? I only wish I knew. 

On the morning of Nov. 10, 1965, at about 2:10 AM, a farmer in Palermo, Maine, 
observed a huge luminous spherical shaped object taking off from a large field in 
back of his farm.. At the exact location in the field where the mysterious glowing 
UFO had, been seen to take off from, several residents found a mysteriously burned 
circular area; ; Many similar burned areas, commonly referred to as "saucer nests" 
have been appearing in this same field like clock work since 1958. 

A resident of Augusta, Me. told APRO investigator Jim Carey and myself that 
one afternoon at about 4:30 PM in Nov. of 1965, he and several other persons 
watched a.huge luminous disc-shaped object take-off from a deserted field in Pal¬ 
ermo. This same person told us that one night about 11:30 PM in the fall of 1945, 
he and another person observed the landing and take off of a disc-shaped object 
outside the Waterville Airport, in Waterville, Maine. A teenager told me that on 
July 29, 1968, at about 10:00 PM he and two other persons observed a huge domed - 
shaped (disc) UFO in Oakland, Me. that slowly rose into the sky and out of sight. 

A resident of Richmond, Me. told me that one night at about 11:45 PM in the 
fall of 1949, he observed a large hissing "bluish-green" UFO that flew overhead 
from the northwest to the southeast. For several days afterwards his eyes bother¬ 
ed him aftermath of staring at the brightly■ glowing UFO. On Monday, Oct. 21, 

1968, at about 11:30 PM APRO investigator Jim Carey of Augusta, Me. received a 
long distance call from a truck driver who said that at about 9:30 PM that night 
a huge dark object with two large lighted rectangular windows chased him along the 
Massachusetts Turnpike. Ufologist Merton Haskel of Palermo, Me. told Jim and me 
that one night in the Spring of 1968, he saw a soundless UFO with two pink lights 
fly overhead from South to North at an altitude of less than two hundred feet, A 
neighbor,.who was a hard bitten UFO skeptic, told Merton that at about 7:30 AM one 
morning early in June of 1968, he and another man witnessed a cigar-shaped object 
that flew noiselessly from the northwest to the southeast. 

Throughout 1968, radar screens have been completely covered with unidentified 
blips and all over, the country the telephones of police stations have been ringing 
day and night with reports of UFO kidnappings, gas attacks, people being injured 
and even murdered. Even the police officers themselves have fallen prey to the 
hostile actions of these elusive objects. It's time we did something about all 
this hostile activity. - but what?

(British Unidentified Flying Object Research Association -

At 1:30 PM on Saturday the 18th May, 1968, Mr.' Bellenger of Swansea, Glamorgan 
decided to go out of the front entrance of his maisonette for a breath of fresh 
air. On this clear, sunny afternoon he noticed what appeared to be a small patch 
of fog coming over the buildings opposite him. To his amazement it continued to¬ 
wards him, gliding just two feet above the ground. He describes it as a puffy, 
white cloud, two feet by one, completely silent. He saw it for about three min- * 
utes. The cloud continued towards Mr. Bellenger until it touched his left hand 
side, whereupon it stopped. He felt a stabbing pain in the left of his stomach 
ahd the cloud suddenly disappeared. He staggered back through the front entrance, 
panting for breath. The pain, which felt like a knife going through him, lasted 
for several minutes, after which his tomach felt like ice, and he ate no medls. 

The following Tuesday he went to his doctor who prescribed medicines which cleared 
the trouble.

One afternoon in late May 1968 two couples travelled in their cars from Maipu, 
Argentina, to Chascomus, 150 miles away, to attend a celebration party. Just be¬ 
fore midnight the two couples set off together on the drive back to Maipu, both 
taking the same route. The first couple arrived safely in Maipu and waited for 
their friends, the Vidals, who did not turn up. 

After a while the couple drove .back along the route to Chascomus, looking for the 
Vidals. At Chascomus they checked with the police, who were unable to help. Then 
they drove slowly back to Maipu looking to see if their friends' car had crashed 
off the road; but they saw nothing. 

The Vidals told of their strange disappearance when they turned up two days later. 
After they had left Chascomus they had fpllowed the rear lights of their friend's 

• car when they ran into a patch of thick mist and had to slow down. They could re¬ 
member nothing else until they awoke in broad daylight, still in the.car but in a 

strange country road. Dr. Vidal got out of the car to inspect it and found that 
all the paint was completely burnt ( shades of Barney and Betty Hill ). Otherwise, 
everything was all. right. Dr. Vidal drove around for a while asking people of his 

- whereabouts, and although he could not belived it, he had to accept that they were 

* in Mexico; 4,500 miles from Maipu. The couple were taken to the Argentine Consul¬ 

ate in Mexico, where they told their strange story, then they 'phones friends in 
Maipu. 

Dr. Vidal's car was taken to an American laboratory for examination and he was 
given a new one. The Argentine Consul gave him strict .instructions not to com¬ 
ment on the incident, then they were put on a plane back to Argentina where 
friends met them at the airport.

Although the story sounds fantastic there are a number of facts that fit: the 
disappearance of the Vidals between Chascomus and-Maipu, their arrival at the 
airport in a plane from Mexico, the Argentine Consul's intervention, the phone 
call from Mexico, the police earnestness, and the disappearance of the Vidal's 
Peugot 403.
